LoKnoN, 
Feb. 
11.—The 
queen's 
speech, which was read previous to the 
opening of parliament to day and in 
the customary manner, wa« as follows: 
"My Lords and Gentlemen: 


"I continue to receive from other 
powers assurances of their friendly 
sentiment. 


"An agreement has been concluded 
between my government and the gov- 
ernment of the French republic, having 
for its principal object a more secure 
establishment of the independence of 
the kitigdom of Siam. A copy thereof 
will be laid before you. 


"The commissioners for the delimina- 
tion of the frontier which separated my 
Indian empire ana the territory of 
Afghanistan from the dominions of the 
empire of Rnssia, have agreed upon a 
line which has been accepted by my- 
self and the emperor. 


"The government of the 
United 
States have expreesed a wuh to co- 
operate in terminating the differences 
which have existed for many years be- 
tween my government and the republic 
of Yenezeula upon the boundary of that 
country and my colony of British 
Guiana. I have expressed sympathy 
with the desire to come to an equitable 
arrangement and I trust that further 
negotiations will lead to a satisfactory 
settlement. 


' The sultan of Turkey has sanctioned 
the principal reforms in the govern- 
ment of the Armenian provinces of 
which, in conjunction with the emper- 
or of Russia and the president of the 
Faench republic, I feel my duty to 
press. 
I deeply regret that a fanatical 
outbreak upon the part of a section of 
the Turkish population has resulted in 
a series ofmassacres in those provinces 
which have caused the deepest indig 
nation in this country. Papers on 
these transactions will be laid before 
you. 


"A sudden incursion into the South 
African rppublic by an armed force 
from the territories under the control 
of the British South African company 
resulted in a deplorable collision with 
the Burgher forces. My ministers, at 
the 
earliest 
pOBsible 
moment, 
I 
interviewed 
to 
prohibit, 
through 
the high commissioner, this hostile 
action ^hnd to warn 
all my sub- 
jects throughout South Africa against 
taking 
part 
in 
aid 
of it. The 
origin and circumstances of these pro- 
ceedings will form the subject of a 
searching inquiry. The president of 
the South African republic, acting in 
this matter with naoderation and wis- 
dom, agreed to place the prisoners in 
the hands of my high commissioner 
and I have undertaken to bring to trial 
the leaders of the expedition. The 
conduct of the president upon this oc- 
casion, and the assurances «which he 
has voluntarily given, lead me to be- 
lieve that he recognizes the importance 
of redressing the legitimate grievances 
of which complaint^ hf» been made by 
a majority of the persons now inhabit- 
ing the Transvaal." 


The speech concluded with refer- 
ences to the Chitral and Ashanti expe- 
ditions and says: 


"While I rejoice to be able to an- 
nounce that the objects of the Ashanti 
expedition have been achieved without 
bloodshed, I have to deplore the loss 
from the severities of the climate of 
some valuable lives, including that of 
my beloved son in-law, Prince Henry of 
Battenburg, who voluntarily placed his 
services at the disposal of mjself and 
his adopted country. I and my dear 
daughter are greatly touched and com- 
forted in this heavy bereavement by 
the widespread sympathy shown by my 
subjects throughout the empire, at 
home and abroad." 


In the second message, or portion of 
the queen's speech addressed to the 
house of commons, her majesty says: 
The estimates have been prepared 
with the utmost regard for economy ; 
but the exigencies of the times require 
an increased expenditure" 
In the 
third mesEage the queen remarks: 
"My Lords and Gent! cine!!: , 


"Xhe extenaion and improvement of 
the naval forces of the empire is the 
most important subject to which your 
efforts can be directed and will doubt- 
less occupy your most earnest atten- 
tion. 


"I regret to say that the condition of 


huBbandry is disastrous beyond any 
recent experience. Measures will be 
laid before you with the oV>j ect to miti- 
gate the distress in that industry." 


The speech then announces the 
approaching introduction of bills for 
the assistance of the voluntary schools, 
providing compensation for ir juries to 
workmen, to amend defects in the 
various Irish land acts, for the avoid- 
ance and settlement of trade disputes, 
to facilitate building light railwa^rs in 
the United Kingdom, for checking the 
import of destitute aliens, to institute 
a board of husbandry in Ireland and 
other minor purposes.

Baltimore, Md., Feb, 11.—The racing 
board, at a session held late last night, 
decided to reinstate Chas. M. Murphy, 
who has been under sentence of life 
suspension for alleged crookedneEs in 
^.hrowing a race in St. Louis last sum- 
mer. Titus and Cabanne, bis associates 
in the matter, were not reinstated. 


The board was in session until 3 
o'clock this morning. None of the 
testimony taken has been made public 
but it is asserted that Titus made a 
statement which exonerates Murphy, 
but implicates Titus and Cabanne more 
deeply than ever, and that the sentence 
of indefinite suspenEtion against them 
will stand. The league convention was 
late in getting to work today and it 
was 11 o'clock before President Willi- 
eon called the delegates to order. The 
morning session was devoted to hear 
ing the reports of the president, the 
committee on credentials and the ex- 
ecutive committee, all of which show 
the league to be in good condition. 
The report of Secretary Bassett recom- 
mends a roll of honor to contain the 
names of all who were present at the 
leagues' mitial meeting in Newport, 
The committee on rights and privi- 
liges reported that the protest against 
the election of Secretary-Treasurer Van 
Nort, of the Pennsylvania division, be 
dismissed and the report was eustained 
The membership committee reported 
a flourishing state of things. 


AMNESTY GRANTED. 


The Beseiged Armenians at Zei- 
toun to be Released. 


WnlAr Fi|>€!( BiirNf and Honses on a 
Hill Side are ttJarried Away- 
One Woman Drowned. 


Tlie Porte Also Promifies to Help the 
G.OOO Keitonnlsts to Ketnrn 
to Their Homen. 


CONSTANTINOPLS, Feb. 11.—The porte 
has informed the ambassadors of the 
powers that it agrees to grant amnesty 
to the Armenians who have been for a 
long time past beseiged by Turkish 
troops in the town of Zeitoun, after 
revolting against Turkish lule and 
capturing about 400 Turkish troops 
with their arms and ammunition. The 
porte demands the expulsion from Zei- 
toun of the'revolutionary Hyntchakists, 
who are now living with the insur- 
gents. The latter will be allowed to 
retain ike old weapons with which 
tl^ey were an^ed previous to the out- 
break, but they will be compelled to 
surrender the modern rifles, said to be 
mostly of Russian make, which have 
in some manner been smuggled into 
Zeitoun since the insurrection occurred. 
The povte also demands that the re- 
fugees at Zeitoun, estimated to num- 
ber about 6,000 persons, return to their 
villages. 
Protection is promised them 
and every effort possible will be made 
to assist them during the remainder of 
the winter and in the spring should 
that be necessary. 
Regarding the pro- 
posal for a revision of the system of 
taxation, the porte insists upon its 
right to treat directly with the Zeitoun. 
ist, and it is considered probable that 
the government will be allowed to do 
so under proper supervision. These 
conditions have been forwarded to the 
foreign consuls at Zeitoun with instruc- 
tions to submit them to the insurgents 
of that place. 


It is stated here that the consent of 
the porte to grant amnesty to the 
Zeltounist may have been considerably 
influenced by the fact that half of the 
men belonging to the eighteen battal- 
ions of Turkish troops besieging Zei- 
toun are on the sick list suffering from 
exposure, want of proper food and lack 
of sanitary arrangements. In fact, if 
reporta which are current here among 
friends of the insurgents are to be be- 
lieved, in addition to the great sickness 
reported among the Turkish troops 
about Zditoun, there has been consider- 
able loss of life among them as well. 
At a rough estimate it is believed that 
nearly 15 000 Turkish troops occupy the 
various positions about Zeitoun. Un- 
able to take the place by assault, they 
settled down to an attemjgt to starve 
the garrison into submission. But the 
insurgents claim it is the Turks who 
are starving and not the Zeitounists. ^ 


Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. il.—At an 
early hour this morning an Immense 
water main bursted with terrific lorce 
on Franklin Auenue Hill, just west of 
Cuyahoga river, and with the great 
volume of water that poured out several 
hundred feet of the hill, on which was 
located many email frame houees, was 
washed into the river. 


A small one-story frame house, oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Mary Ravey, sixty years 
old, No 9 Franklin Hill, was inundated 
and with its contents was hurled into 
the rivor. Mrs. Ravey was drowned. 
Her body was recovered an hour later. 


A New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
ireight train was passing at the foot of 
the hill at the time, and the force of 
the water carried several cars into the 
river. On the cars were three of the 
train crew and the men were cirrled 
down with the cars. Two of the men 
jumped before the river was reached 
and escaped, but the third was thrown 
into the river, and but for the assist- 
ance of the tenders of the Columbus 
street bridge would have been drowned. 
The man was badly inju ed. 


Houses were washed along or dropped 
into a great pit scooped out by the rag- 
ing water, and much damage was done 


Many narrow escapes from death are 
reported. John McBermott, who lives 
in the rear of his ealoon, corner of 
Franklin avenue and Columbus street, 
narrowly escaped drowning with his 
«rhole family. His wife and two chil- 
dren, one a four months old babe, slept 
in a back room and the husband in the 
room adjoining. About 3 a. m. a watcfc- 
man from the Columbus street bridge 
arcusel McDtrmott by breaking his 
window. The water was then knee 
deep. On entering his wife's room Mc- 
Bermott found her sleeping with a 
child cn either tide and the water 
swirling almost on a level with their 
heeds. McDermott carr'ied them all to 
the street in their night clothes. 


The man who went down with the 
freight cars proves to have been Ed- 
ward Malony, the conductor of the 
train. He was carried into the river 
and pinned down by the wrecksge with 
his head above water. 
His back was 
severely injured and he was seriously 
injured internally, 
^hen the flood of 
water struck the train, Harry Watson, 
a newsboy, was pasking along the tracks 
on his way from the city. 
He was 
hurled against the line of freight - cars 
and badly cut about the head and 
shoulders. 


About forty feet below the spot 
where Mrs. Ravey's house had stood, 
was situated the two story frame house 
of Sylvester Cutter, a recluse. With 
the sounds of^'rushing water, he sprang 
from bed and started for the door. He 
was too late. The house wss picked 
up bodily and carried about ninety feet 
and then dropped on the edge of a 
deep gully which the water had scooped 
out. There it hun^ for a moment and 
then toppled over, its top resting on 
the bottom of the huge hole. Cutter 
was thrown to the ceiling of the room 
from which he had started to escape. 
For a moment he was stunned, but 
quickly regained his strength, climbed 
from a window and reached the bottom 
of the house, which was then on top. 
There he remained until the waters 
had abated and was rescued.

As a young 
man he became a printer and in 1840, 
while in New Orleans, decided to take 
to the stage. He came to Chicago in 
1848 and be since made this city his 
home. In 1S51 he purchased the right 
to D. Marble's plays and became a star.

The Young People's Christian union^ 
which is an organiz\tion composed of 
the various young people's religious 
societies of the city, held a meeting 
last evening at the Berry street M. E 
church and carried out a very interest- 
ing and practical program of exercises. 
The meeting was presided over by 
Harry Landsdowne, the president of 
the Christian Endeavor society of the 
Westminster church, and, after devo 
tional services. Rev Henson, the pastor 
of the Baptist church, was called on 
and spoke in an earnest and practical 
manner on the benefits to be derived 
from a union of the religious societi« s on 
certain lines of Christian work. He>as 
followed by Mies Dllle, who read an in- 
teresting and 
excellent 
paper 
on 
"Sociability," and then Dr. W. F. 
Schräder, the president of the Young 
People's union, delivered an address, 
in which he advocated the building of 
a hospital In the city for the purpose 
of caring for such patients as are 
frffitcted with contagious diseases. 


The enterprise, he believed, was one 
that should be undertaken by the vari- 
ous young people's societies of the city. 
He spoke at some length on the neces- 
sity of isolation and reviewed the 
benefits that would result from such a 
placd of refuge and the necessity of it 
for the protection it will be to those" 
who are exposed to contagious diseases, 
even In cases of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria, which are often so prevalent 
The Hope hcspital and the St^ Joseph 
hospital, he said, do take these cases 
when necessity requires It, but it is 
always an icjury to them, and also dan- 
gerous to their patients and others. 
The best plan, he said, would be the 
building of a separate hospital for these 
cases and then all dangers of a spread 
of the diseases would be avoided. The 
young people's societies ought to, and 
could, he thought, take hold of such a 
hospital and build it, and by doing so 
they would accomplish a work that was 
needed very badly in this city and one 
that would meet with the approval of 
all citizens. 


Such a building, he continued, well 
equipped, need not cost a great sum of 
money, perhaps $4,000. You say we 
can not raise so much money among 
the young people. We have twenty 
societies, not counting the Lutheran 
young people, whom we hope to soon 
meet as members of our union. They 
will average at least thirty persons in 
each society who can and who will be 
glad to give $5 each, thus making $3.000 
already. 
The. churches would help 
and so would many business men of 
the city. He believed that such an 
undertaking was feasible and in line 
with practical Christian work, and that 
it could be carried to a successful com- 
pletion if the young people would earn- 
estly take it in charge. 


The address of Dr. Schräder was a 
most excellent one and he presented 
his theme in such a clear and forcible 
manner that all satv the good that 
would come from the building of such 
a hospital, Paul Mossman, Mr. Buck, 
and others discussed the subject ^nd 
favored it. The plan advocated will be 
put in shape and presented to each of 
the young peoples' societies of the city 
for their consideration. 


WHERE AfPLEJACK IS PLENTY. 
Not In New Jersey. Bnt In Sonthern 
Indiana Conntles. 


Richmosd. Ind., Feb, 11.—Indiana 
has a section which goes by the name 
of the "applejack belt," It includes 
many counties in southern Indiana, 
but principally Perry, 
Washington, 
Crawford, Harrison and Floyd coun- 
ties. All of these are rich in orchards, 
but as yet no railroad has crossed the 
section, and It does not pay to ship the 
product. As a result of being left with 
a large apple crop on their hands, the 
farmers make use of it and manu- 
facture a great deal of applejack. From 
this fact the above named counties are 
known as the "applejack r^ion." 
The 
old style mills are used In the manu- 
facture of the article, and despite the 
tact that improved machinery would 
put money into the farmers' pockets 
they cling tenaciously to the customs 
of other days. New Albany claims to 
be the greatest market In the world for 
applpjack and the dealers there have 
handled as high as 100,000 gallons in a 
year.

The farmers are 
carrying less debt than ever before, 
they are producing more provieiona for 
home consumption, farm improvements 
are general and household comforts are 
much in advance of what they Were at 
even so late a period as five years ago. 
A single product, that of corn, indicates 
what the southern farmers aVe doing 
The corn crop in fourteen southern 
states last year was 607.665.017 bushels, 
an increase of 124,000,000 bushels over 
that of 1893, the next best year. 
It all 
shows that southern agriculture is in 
fine shape and inkkes, profitable and 
commendable growth as it is intelli- 
gently diversified. 


THE new census qf Mexico just com- 
pleted reveals a population of 12 547.057 
to the credit of the twenty e even states 
and two territories of that republic, and 
this compared with the census of 1891, 
which shows 11 632,924, is an exhibit of 
increase amounting to only a little over 
900,000. 
But it has been a healthy and 
profitable increase. 
Capital from the 
states has been pouring into Mexico, 
building up the railway systems, devel- 
oping the enormously valuable mine 
properties, establishing lines of indus- 
tries never before attempted below the 
Rio Grande, and 
working a great 
change in agricultural interests. There 
is a new, fresh impulse abroad in the 
country, the revolutionary spirit so long 
prevalent among the natives to the 
detriment and injury of the nation has 
been subdued by a wise and liberal ad- 
ministration of government, and capital 
is protected and encouraged. Evidently 
the growing days of Mexico are just at 
the dawn. 


A REPORT made by the auditor of the 
postoffice department to Postmaster 
General Wilson shows that the receipts 
of Chicago 
are 
rapidly increasing. 
Each month a report is made of the 
receipts at thirty of the largest offices 
in the United States, compared with 
the receipts for the same month a year 
previous. 
The Chicago office was third 
in this list for January, with receipts 
over January, 1895, of 16 per cent. The 
office at Rochester, N. Y., was first, 
with an increase of 26 per cent., and 
the office at Toledo, Ohio, second, with 
an increase of 16 8 per cent. 
The 
gross 
receipts 
at 
the 
Chicago 
office in 
January, 1895, were $438,- 
689 74, 
and 
in 
January, 
1896, 
they were $499,389 88, an increase of 
$60,700 14. The gross receipts of the 
thirty offices showed an increase over 
January, 1895, of 8 4 per cent, and at 
this rate the increase in revenue to the 
poBtoffioe this year will be »bout $8,000,- 
000. 
Theee thirty offices furnish one- 
third of the entire receipts of the post- 
office department. 
It ÎS a significant 
and encouraging fact that the receipts 
at only two of these thirty officts for 
January, IS'Jo, show a decrease when 
compared to the receipts for the same 
month in 1895, These two offices are 
at San Francisco, where the IOBB was 1 
per cent, and at Milwaukee, 
Wis., 
where it was a trifle more.

electrical chair, but

nothing. 
The 
straps 
being 
adjusted, 
the 
priests is low tones read the seivice 
of the dead. 
While the priests read, 
the 
iirst 
voltage 
was 
turned 
on. 
It was 9:05 when Shea entered 
the 
room and 9.18F when he was pro- 
nounced dead. 
The current sent the 
body tightly against the straps and the 
neck and bared legs grew puiple. 
For 
thirty-one seconds 
the contact was 
maintained and reduced to a light 
voltage for thirty-one scoonds. 
When 
the current was turned off there was 
an escape of air from the filled lungs, 
and Dr. Ransom ordered the current 
on again. 
A contact of twenty seven 
s^cocdj was maintained and then the 
stethesccpe failed to show any life. 
The (scape of air from the 
lungs 
sounded like a prolonged sigh and 
made seme people think that there was 
life, but the physicians said that death 
was instantaneous.

this compared with the census of 1S91 
which shows 11 632 924, is an exhibit of 
increase amounting to only a little over 
000,000 
But it has been a healthy and 


profitable increase. Capital from the 
states has been pouring into Mexico, 
building up the railway systems, devel- 
oping the enormously valuable mine 
properties, establishing lines of indus- 
tries never before attempted below the 
Kio Grande, and 
working a great 


change in agricultural interests. There 
is a new, freah impulse abroad in the 
country, the revolutionary spirit so long 
prevalent among the natives to the 
detriment and injury of the nation has 
been subdued by a wise and liberal ad- 
ministiation of government, and capital 
is protected and encouraged.

A RETORT made by the auditor of the 


postoffice department to Postmaster 
General Wilson shows that the receipts 
of Chicago are 
rapidly increasing. 


Each month a report U made of the 
receipts at thirty of the largest offices 
in the United States, compared with 
the receipts for the same month a year 
previous. The Chicago office was third 
in this list for January, with receipts 
over January, 1895, of It! per cent. The 
office at Rochester, K. Y , was first, 
with sn increase of 
2t"> per cent, and 


the office at Toledo, Ohio, second, with 
an increase of 168 per cent. The

These thirty offices furnish one- 


third of the entire receipts of the post- 
office department. It is a significant 
snd encouraging fact that the receipts 
at only two of the.'e thirty offices for 
January, 18%, show a decrease when 
compared to the receipts for the same 
month in 1895. These two offices are 
at San Francisco, where tbe loss was ! 
per cent, and at Milwaukee, Wis., 
where it wss a triile more.
